Applicant argues that Example 15 explains that to achieve the claimed invention "the degree of halogen saturation on 
the terminal carbon has been modified to allow fluorine for bromine substitution while minimizing bromine elimination and/or molecular 
destruction". However, it is unclear why the halogen saturation on the terminal carbon in the R2 moiety in the instant claims has been 
modified because this modification excludes compounds which are generically taught, in the '908 patent, to have the same utility as the 
instant claims. See column 6, lines 10-26. Further, one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to prepare the instant compounds 
because they are similar in structure to those of the '908 patent, and because of the guidance given in the '908 patent in column 6, lines 

10- 26, and column 14, lines 23-24 . 
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
